CASTLE  REVIEW  OF  SITUATION 

SHOWS  ORDINARY  VIOLENT  WEEK 


DUBLIN,  April  22— The  Freeman's  Journal  learns  that  the  Earl 
of  Derby  has  been  in  Ireland  this  week  and  stayed  last  night  incognito 
in  a  hotel  on  Sackville  Street. 

There  is  good  ground  for  believing,  the  paper  declares,  that  Lord 
Derby  previously  saw  Cardinal  Logue,  and  though  he  returned  to 
England  tonight,  the  newspaper  believes  he  has  seen  de  Valera. 

Last  night,  it  is  added,  the  Earl  of  Derby  was  seen  leaving  the 
hotel  with  two  men  who  are  in  close  touch  with  the  inner  circle  of 
the  Sinn  Fein.  He  is  described  as  having  been  accompanied  through- 
out the  visit  by  a  Liverpool  priest,  who,  it  is  understood,  was  ddubt- 
less  able  to  effect  the  necessary  introductions,  if,  as  is  thought  likely, 
he  came  as  an  envoy  sufficiently  credited  by  the  Government. 

"If  Lord  Derby  has  indeed  seen  dc  Valera,"  comments  The 
Freeman's  Journal,  "his  visit  may  be  welcomed  as  perhaps  the  most 
hopeful  move  yet  made  towards  reopening  peace  negotiations,  for  it 
is  quite  certain  that  neither  Lord  Derby  nor  any  other  statesman 
would  be  received  by  de  Valera  at  the  present  moment  unless  his 
credentials  were  incontestiblc. 
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Dr,  Simons  Promises  State- 
ment of  Reparations  Policy 
Today  in  Reichstag— 'Refers 
to  United  States  Offer 


BKRLIN.  April  22.  —  A  Cabinet 
Council  will  meet  tonight,  and  to- 
morrow the  Government  will  make 
known  tin  reparation*  policy.  The 
Foreign  Minister.  Dr.  Simons,  made 
(hla  announcement  in  the  Reichstag 
today  on  speaking  of  the  willingness 
»f  the  American  Government  to 
trannmlt  Oerman  reparation*  pro- 
posals to  the  Allied  Governments  in  a 
manner  acceptable  to  them. 

Simons  staled  that  the  Government 
Is  convinced  that  In  drawing  up  this 
project  It  must  go  to  the  extreme 
limits  of  what  the  German  people  can 
furnish  In  the  way  of  reparation*. 

The  Foreign  Minister  added  that 
the  lm»resston  in  foreign  countries 
that  (krmany  had  underestimated 
her  own  capacity  and  her  possibilities 
must  gradually  be  dispelled.  In  pre 
sentlng  the  Helchstag  with  the  Amer- 
ican note,  he  said  It  had  been  re- 
ceived too  late  for  consideration  by 
the  cabinet. 

•The  American  Government."  the 
Foreign  Mlnlater  said  to  the  cham- 
ber, "has  declined  to  act  as  an  um- 
pire, but  It  has  not  declined  to  act 
aa  mediator." 

BRUSSEI^fl.  April  22.  —  Foreign 
Minister  Jaspar,  speaking  at  an  elec- 
tion campaign  nfeetlng  today,  de- 
clared he  waa  completely  In  favor  of 
the  French  plan  of  action  In  the 
event  Germany  does  not  comply  with 
the  demands  made  upon  her  for  rep- 
aration..

OTTAWA.  April  22. — Railway  mat 
tera  occupied  the  House  during  prac- 
tically the  whole  sitting  today.  The 
bill,  which  provides  for  extension  of 
the  time  when  an  award  may  be  made 
In  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  arbitra- 
tion, came  up  for  second  reading.

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STOCKHOLM.  April  22  — 
Considerable  quantities  of  Kus 
sian  gold  have  been  smelted 
into  roubles  aod  other  gold  ar- 
ticles by  the  Swedish  mint 
lately,  the  director  of  the  mint 
told  the  Associated  Press  to- 
day. 

In  1920.  he  said,  nineteen 
tons  of  Bolshrviki  gold  wa.' 
smelted,  of  which  three  and  a 
half  tons  were  turned  into 
roubles. 

This  year  the  mint  has 
smelted  seventy  tons,  and  most 
of  this  gold  has  been  sent  to 
the  United  States  in  payment 
for  goods.  Gold  ingots  made 
up  at  the  mine,  he  explained, 
are  stamped  with  the  insignia 
of  the  Swedish  mint. 

Bolsheviki  gold  at  present  in 
Stockholm  banks  is  estimated 
at  more  than  $120,000,000.

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-Deputation  From  National 
Council  Waits  on  Minister  of 
Justice  to  Urge  Several 
Changes  in  Statutes 


OTTAWA,  April  22. — A  delegation 
from  the  National  Council  of  Women 
waited  on  Hon.  C.  J.  Doherty.  Min- 
ister of  Justice,  this  morning  and 
urged  that  new  laws  and  amend- 
ments to  existing  laws  be  enacted. 

Recommendntlons  made  by  the 
delegation  were: 

1.  That  women  be  Included  In  the 
panel  of  Juries  sitting  on  cases  where 
women  are  concerned. 

2.  That  adultery  be  made  a  crime. 

3.  That  legislation  be  enacted  to 
give  women  the  same  rights  to  home- 
stead as  are  now  enjoyed  by  men. 

i.  That  an  extension  of  the  Indeter- 
minate system  of  sentence*  be  applied 
to  those  men  and  women  convicted 
uaader  the  criminal  code  sections 
dealing  with  sexual  offence*. 

6.  That  section  844  of  the  criminal 
code  be  amended  by  substituting  the 
word  "eighteen"  for  "sixteen."  This 
section  deals  with  the  age  of  those 
who  come  under  the  Jurisdiction  of 
the  Juvenile  courts. 

6.  That  punlahment  by  fines  for 
crimes  of  an  Immoral  nature  be  abol- 
ished. 

7.  That  a  wife  deserter  be  made  an 
extraditable  offender. 

8.  That  a  uniform  divorce  law  be 
enacted  for  Canada. 

9.  That  the  Kngllsh  law  respecting 
divorce  In  force  In  Alberta.  Saskat- 
chewan and  Manitoba  be  so  amended 
that  "there  shall  be  no  distinction  of 
sex  In  the  grounds  for  granting  an 
application  for  divorce,  and  that,  for 
the  purpose  of  granting  nn  order  of 
dlvoree,  a  wife's  domicile  shall  be 
considered  the  place  where  she  re- 
sides." 

The  delegation  further  maintained 
the  right  of  a  married  woman  to 
take  out  naturalization  papers  as  If 
she  were  a  femme  sole,  which  right 
was  granted  her  by  the  Naturaliza- 
tion Act  of  1919,  but  Is  not  contained 
In  the  present  act. 

The  Minister  of  Justice  promised 
consideration  of  the  request*  of  the 
delegation.  Some  of  the  matters  re- 
ferred to.  he  thought,  should  be  sub- 
ject* of  discussion  at  the  Imperial 
Conference  in  London.

Furnishes  Particulars  as  to 
Methods  by  Which  Assist- 
ance Might  Be  Given  France 
in  Work  of  Repair 


LONDON,  April  22. — Germany  has 
sent  a  note  to  the  British  Govern' 
ment  reiterating  her  complete  will- 
ingness to  undertake  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  devastated  France. 

The  note,  which  came  from  the 
German  Foreign  Office,  was  delivered 
by  the  German  Kmhaesy  to  the 
HrltlHh  Foreign  Office  tonight.  It 
follows: 

"Germany  la  absolutely  pcrrumle.I 
that  It  Is  unavoidably  necessary,  for 
the  purpose  of  restoring  economic 
peace  throughout  the  world,  that  the 
territories  devastated  through  the 
war  should  be  reconstructed  und  re- 
stored. Until  this  Is  done  there  will 
be  danger  that  feelings  of  hate  will 
continue  to  exist  amoitg  the  natlona 
concerned. 

"Germany,  therefore,  declares  her- 
telf  once  moio  to  be  entirely  willing 
to  co-operate  in  this  reconstruction 
with  all  tho  means  and  strength  at 
ber  disposal.  MM]  to  take  Into  account 
In  regard  thereto.  In  every  Individual 
taae.  each  wi*h  ot  the  Power  con- 
cerned as  far  aa  Is  possible." 

The  note  enumerates  the  possibili- 
ties of  reconstruction: 

First,  for  Oermany  to  take  over 
specified  localities,  either  as  a  state 
undertaking  or  by  direct. ng  the  work 
of  a  national  colonising  and  settle- 
ment association;  second,  to  under- 
take the  work  of  clearing,  reforeatlng. 
building  and  repairing  brick  works 
and  works  for  the  production  of 
chalk,  plaster,  cement  and  other 
necessaries  and  delivery  of  the  neces- 
sary machinery  and  building  materials 
from  Germany;  third,  to  arrange  that 
all  such  machlneiy  and  materlala  ahall 
emanate  from  Germany  and,  fourth, 
to  start  Immediate  plana  to  build  at 
least  25,000  wooden  houses  In  the 
devastated  district*  before  ths  cold 
season  begins. 

Other  clauses  specify  the  execution 
of  deep  and  shallow  excavation*  of  all 
kinds,  aecerdlng  fo  the  plan*  and 
under  the  control  of  the 'French  au- 
thorities, or  otherwise,  according  to 
wishes  of  the  Allied  Governments. 

The  German  Government  expresses 
a  willingness  to  help  In  any  way  pos- 
sible, tc  take  over  the  coat  In  paper 
marks,  the  amount  to  be  reckoned 
against  the  reparatlona  account  and 
generally  to  co-operate  In  every  pos- 
sible manner. 

The  note  requests  the  Allied  Gov- 
ernments to  Initiate  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment  the  necessary^  dis- 
cussions of  details.

LONDON,  April  2  2.— The  coal  situation  has  taken  another 
promising  turn  in  consequence  of  Premier  Llo>d  George's  unexpected 
action  in  calling  a  fresh  parley,  and  the  tact  that  the  conference  ot 
miners'  delegates,  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Federation,  repre- 
senting a  membership  of  nearly  1,000,000  men.  today  voted  con- 
tinued confidence  in  Frank  Hodges,  secretary  of  the  miners*  union. 

After  adjournment,  late  today,  of  the  conference  which  the 
Prime  Minister  had  with  the  mine  owners  and  miners'  leaders,  it  was 
learned  that  facts  were  introduced  which  would  be  considered  over 
the  week-end,  and  which  again  will  be  ihe  subject  of  discussion  at  a 
further  meeting  to  be  held  Monday.

•  OTTAWA,  April  22.— Provision  for 
steps  to  be  taken  toward  the  equip- 
ment of  a  Federal  research  luatltute, 
on  romewhat  the  same  basis  o«  the 
bureau  of  standards  at  Washington, 
will  be  made  in  a  bill  to  be  intro- 
duced in  ths  House  on  Monday  next 
by  Hon.  Sir  George  Foster.  Minister 
of  Trade  and  Commerce. 

The  provision  of  a  research  bureau 
at  or  near  Ottawa  has  been  urged  on 
the  Government  during  the  last  two 
sessions  by  the  Honorary  and  Advis- 
ory Council  for  Industrial  and  Scien- 
tific Research.  It  has  been  urged  by 
the  council  and  by  the  members  of 
the  special  Parliamentary  committee 
on  aclentiflc  research  that  the  eatab- 
lishment  of  a  research  bureau  hero 
was  absolutely  necessary  if  Canada 
was  to  take  her  proper  place  in  in- 
dustrial and  scientific  development. 

The  proposals  which  were  laid  be- 
fore the  Government  called  for  an 
expenditure  of  about  half/  a  million 
dollars  for  building's  and  /  equipment, 
but  it  is  understood  that  this  esti- 
mate has  been  somewhat  modified, 
and  that  the  Initial  outlay  would  not 
be  more  than  $200,000  for  the  first 
year.

New  York  Tribune  Emphasizes 
Fact  That  Brutal  Campaign 
in  Ireland  Is  Financed  by 
U.  S,  Sympathizers 


NEW  YORK.  April  22. — In  sn  edl. 
torlal  discuaaliitc  the  recent  Sinn  Fain 
murder  of  an  Irishwoman  tn  County 
Monaghan  and  the  report  published 
on  the  same  day  that  1,000  Irish  emi- 
grants for  the  United  Btatea  had  em- 
Harked  at  Queenatown.  The  Tribune 
saya  thla  morning: 

"The  steady  Immigration  from  Ire- 
land and  the  continuance  of  efforts 
to  embroil  this  country  In  Irish 
troubles,  suggest  severul  things.  Ono 
is  that  many  In  Sinn  Fein  counties 
havo  not  sufficient  sympathy  with 
present  Sinn  Felnlsm  to  wish  to  stay 
and  help  It.  Another  is  that  Sinn 
Fein  still  relies  on  America  to  finance 
its  campaign  of  terror,  and  that  the 
voyagers  from  Ireland  will  be  asked 
to  revive  in  safe  America 'an  aggres- 
sive enthusiasm  for  an  anarchism 
thut  they  have  flod  from. 

"Let  us  look  to  ourselves.  Without 
American  dollars  Sinn  Felnlsm  prob- 
ably long  ago  would  have  ceased, 
many  men  and  women  now  dead 
would  be  walking  the  earth,  millions 
of  damage  would  not  have  occurred, 
and  Ireland  might  now  be  adjusting 
herself  to  the  self-government  that 
Canada  enjoys,  or  be  in  a  peaceful 
state  of  evolution  toward  that  quasl- 
independencc. 

"Those  who  encourafre  Sinn  Fein 
or  Ulster  extremists  to  continue  the 
tragedy  of  a  hopeless  guerilla  revolt 
assuino  a  serious  responsibility.  Not 
only  do  they  disregard  the  American 
principle  of  non-interference  with  the 
domestic  affairs  of  another  /country, 
but  they  may  ask  themselves 
whether  or  not  they  are  aiding  and 
abetting  murder." 

LONDON,  April  22. — Evidence  of  a 
connection  between  the  Bolshevik 
government  of  Itussla  and  the  Hlnn 
Fein  movement  In  Ireland  has  been 
found,  declared  Dennis  Henry,  At- 
torney-General for  Ireland.  In  reply- 
ing to  a  written  (iiiestlon  by  Sir  Wm. 
II.  DtrYlson  in  tho  House  of  Commons 
today.  Mr.  Henry  added  that  he 
hoped  to  place  this  evidence  before 
the  House  In  a  few  days.

The  announcement  some  weeks  ago 
that  the  taxable  Victory  bonds  the 
Government  had  disposed  of  amount 
td  to  |19.7l9.2b«  created  consider- 
able surprise.  Since  that  time  many 
Inquiries  have  been  received  whether 
all  of  the  bonds  had  been  actually 
placed  in  investors'  hands.  In  reply 
'■•  these  Inquiries,  the  department  o' 
Finance  last  night  Issued  the  follow- 
ing information:  "Distribution  of  the 
I  mills  in  question  began  in  January, 
and  the  last  of  them  were  disposed 
ti  to  ultimate  investors  on  February 
21,  alnce  which  time  none  of  them 
have  come  back  on  the  market  di- 
rectly or  Indirectly.  When  dlatrlbu 
tion  began  the  stock  exchange  quo- 
tation for  1934's  was  95  2-8  and  in- 
terest. On  February  21,  when  dis- 
tribution ended,  the  quotation  was 
the  same.  'On  February  22  stock  ex- 
change price  WRjt  95  5-S,  and  on 
March  7  the  price  was  95  3-8."

THE  DRUG  EVIL 

Various  interest*  #ln  Vancouver 
have  combined  to  carry  on  propagan- 
da In  the  hope  some  effective  steps 
may  be  taken  to  stamp  out  the  drug 
habit  in  that  city.  Drug  addicts  there 
are  notoriously  on  the  lncrea*e.  and 
the  fact  that  public  opinion  has  be- 
come alarmed  on  the  subject  would 
suggest  that  the  police  have  been 
unable  to  cope  with  the  frequent  vio- 
lations of  the  law.  in  reality  the 
propaganda  that  haa  been  launched 
is  an  indictment  of  the  police  for 
their  failure  to  wipe  out.  or  even 
minimize,  the  sale  of  drugs.  The  fact 
that  all  the  prominent  organizations 
In  Vancouver  have  put  themselves  on 
record  as  opposed  to  the  drug  evil 
will  not  neceaaarlly  arrest  ita  spread, 
nor  is  It  at  all  certain  that  the 
infliction  of  more  grievous  penalties 
against  offenders  will  tend  to  stay  the 
traffic.  The  law  stands  and  can  be 
enforced,  but  the  machinery  for  en- 
forcement, is  not  utilised  to  the  extent 
it  ought  to  bo. 

We  have  before  pointed  out  that 
the  Dominion  Government  would  per- 
mit its  mounted  police  force  In  this 
Province  to  engage  in  the  suppression 
of  the  drug  traffic.  That  force  is  noted 
for  its  efficiency,  and  whatever  task 
Is  assigned  to  it  is  carried  out  thor- 
oughly. It  is  now  a  police  force  in 
this  Province  which,  through  local  or 
provincial  Jealousies,  the  authorities 
of  British  Columbia  will  not  utilize. 
Where  crime  Is  concerned,  and  where 
that  crime  is  assuming  alarming  pro- 
portions, locatl  Jealousies  should-  go 
by  the  board.  They  should  nevsr. 
under  any  circumstances,  enter  Into 
the  administration  of  the  law.  Thero 
are  criminals  at  large  la  this  ProV 
lnce  who  would  be  brought  to  Justice 
if  the  aid  of  the  Dominion  Mounted 
Police  was  Invoked,  and  airailarly. 
within  the  municipalities,  the  drug 
traffic  could  be  reduced  to  a  mini- 
mum by  fearless  and  efficient  meth- 
ods auch  as  are  employed  by  the 
mounted  police.  The  Vancouver  pro- 
pagandists' never  seem  to  have 
thought  of  this  weapon  being  added 
to  those  existing  In  the  present  police 
administration. 

A  broad-minded  Provincial  Govern- 
ment, and  municipalities  who  regard 
a  reducUon  in  crlicie  records  as  an  es- 
sential featur*  of  moral  well  being, 
would  not  hesitate  to  summon  to 
their  aid  all  the  machinery  for  law 


enforcement  that 


within  I  the 


State.  The  mounted  police  Is  a  Do- 
minion fore*  whose  duties  carp  be 
amplified  at  any  time.  It  has  already 
been  employed  wtthtn  this  Province 
to  cop*  with  the  drug  traffic,  and  the 
reeulta  of  the  work  have  been  im- 
mediate, and,  to  some  degree,  of  a 
permanent  character.  That  it  should 
have  been  so  employed  Indicates  the 
Dominion  Government  Is  willing  its 
services  should  be  utilised  to  sld  both 
the  Provincial  Government  and  th* 
municipalities  m  checking  crime. 
8lnce  the  foroa  is  available  for  this 
purpose,  it  la  a  vary  short-sighted 
policy  not  to  enlist  its  sld.  It  could 
accompliah  a  good  deal  In  Vancouver 
•  nd  should  be  given  the  chance.

On  the  first  dsy  of  the  week  every- 
one was  encouraged  to  lay  by  In  store 
aa  God  had  prospered  him;  also  on 
that  day  the  dlaclples  were  wont  to 
meet  together.  And  the  Apostle  John 
waa  without  doubt  keeping  tryst  with 
his  beloved  church  at  Ephesus  when 
he  waa  in  the  spirit  bn  the  Lord  s  Day 
(1  Cor.  xvi.  2;  Acts  xl,  7;  and  Kev. 
i.  10.) 

The  teaching  of  the  Apostle  on  the 
matter  waa  very  sane.  He  Insisted 
that  no  man  had  a  right  to  condemn 
another  who  refused  to  be  bound  by 
the  Mosaic  prescription  of  meat  or 
drink,  or  the  new  moon,  or  Sabbat li 
Days;  because  these  were  only  shad- 
ows of  things  to  come,  which  Christ 
had  now  introduced.  He  taught 
clearly  that  ull  who  held  Christ 
Jesus  as  the  Head  had  died  to  all 
legal  observance  of  these  thinx* 
which  he  called  "the  rudiments  of 
the  world."  They  were  no  longer 
subject  to  these  ordinances,  which 
wore  to  perish  In  the  using  (Cor.  11, 
ls-23).  Our  worship  was  to  be  in 
spirit.  In  truth,  and  not  merely  In  the 
outward  observance. 

Obvloualy,  no  man  would  be  con- 
demned who  felt  that  he  was  bound 
to  observe  In  its  minutest  details  the 
ancient  Levi  Meal  code;  but  on  the 
other  hand  no  man  should  be  Con- 
demned who  set  It  aside  as  no  longer 
obligatory.  The  one  Important  mat- 
ter In  *lth*r  caao  was  that  the  ob- 
servance or  non-observance  should 
depend  on  the  ground  of  deepest  re- 
g--d  for  the  Lord's  authority.  He 
t  »  regarded  the  day.  and  he  I  that 
did  not  regard  it.  must  in  each  case 
act  as  "unto  the  Lord"  (see  Rom. 
xlv.  «.) 

The  Decalogue  was  given  amid  the 
most  august  accompaniments  of 
natural  phenomena,  and  it  Is  obli- 
gatory because  God  Himself  hss 
spoken  It.  The  one  particular  which 
Is  not  of  universal  application  Is  the 
specification  of  the  seventh  as  the 
rest  day.  That  Is  clear  from  the 
Apostle's  statement,  but  the  principle 
of  a  weekly  rest  day  is  not  affected 
by  any  change  from  one  to  the  other. 
The  rent  day,  or  one  day  In  seven,  is, 
therefore,  universal  In  its  application 
because  based  on  the'  nature  of  man 
and  the  Eternal  Order.

City  Schools 

Si'". — As  a  heavy  taxpayer  In  the 
city  I  feel  I  am  Justified  In  making  a 
few  comments  on  the  way  the  money 
exacted  from  the  clllxena  in  the  na- 
ture of  taxes  Is  expended.  I  only  wish 
now  to  refer  to  one  particular  Item, 
that  pertaining  to  school*.  I  am  quite 
aware  that  tho  City  Council  hair  no 
Jurisdiction  over  the  amount  spent  by 
the  school  trustee*,  but  Judging  from 
results  it  is  certainly  high  time  they 
secured  the  required  authority  from 
the  legislature. 

I  would  have  no  objection  to  al 
most  unlimited  amounts  being  spent 
on  additional  school  houses  and  sal- 
aries for  good  teachers  If  we  secured 
results  for  the  outlay.  Only  a  few 
days  ago  tho  press  published  some 
of  the  answer*  given  by  studenta  to 
very  simple  questions  placed  In  the 
recent  civil  service  examinations,  and 
truly  the  colossal  Ignorance  displayed 
in  those  answers  by  the  students 
would  turn  a  black  man  white. 

I  think  the  time  has  arrived  when 
a  clean  sweep  should  be  made  of  the 
entire  hlph  school  staff,  and  If  a  bet- 
ter quality  of  teachers  cannot  be 
found  It  would  pay  the  city  .well  to 
close  the  school  until  the  services  of 
efficient  ones  can  be  secured. 

Like  most  problems  there  Is  an  ex 
ceptlon  to  the  rule  in  this  case,  and 
In  this  connection  I  would  state  that 
I  have  watched  with  a  great  deal  of 
Interest  the  physical  training  class 
and  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the 
results  secured  by  this  branch  of  the 
•ervlce.  It  Is  one  of  the  most  dlf 
flcult  and  trying  to  deal  with,  and 
there  is  absolutely  no  doubt  that  the 
teachers  In  this  department  are  mas- 
ters of  their  profession  and  should 
be  amply  rewarded.  As  for  the  rest, 
"Results  speak  louder  than  words

Veterans  of  France  Would 
Send  Delegates— Support  of 
Public  Bodies  to  Be  Sought 
for  Proposal 


A  propositi  to  aend  a  delegation 
representative  of  the  city  to  Ottawa 
In  furtherance  of  the  movement  to 
bring  about  the  eatabllahmcnt  of  an 
Institution  on  Vancouver  Inland  for 
the.  care  of  afflicted  returned  soldiers 
was  advanced  by  the  Veteruns  of 
France  Thursday  night.  A  decision 
was  made  to  push  the  auggeatlon, 
and  all  public  organizations,  Includ- 
ing the  ex-scrvlco  associations,  will 
be  circularized  regarding  plan.  The 
Veternns  are  confident  that  public 
opinion  la  behind  them  In  thla  mat- 
ter, and  that  there  will  be  little  dif- 
ficulty In  getting  the  neeeasary  sup- 
port of  the  varloua  civic  bodies.  It 
1m  considered  that  haate  la  eaaential 
to  the  propoaltlon.  that  the  spokes- 
tnen  for  the  returned,  men  may  bo  at 
the  Federal  capital  before  the  pres- 
Mt  aeaslon  terminates.  With  a  vigor- 
ous presentation  of  the  plea,  the 
Veterans  of  France  feel  confident 
i  tint  the  consideration  meted  out  to 
the  many  dlaabled  veterans  resident 
on  the  Island  would  ffc  In  future  or 
i  more  generoua  measure. 

So  Dispensary 

The  removal  of  the  8.C.H.  medical 
facilities  at  Kaqulmalt  with  the  clos- 
ing of  the  hoapltal  there  has  begun 
to  be  felt  among  the  veterans  in  need 
of  constant  attention  by  reason  of 
their  war  disabilities.  The  dls- 
iiensary  attached  to  the  Institution 
has  new  been  closed,  and  the  out- 
vatients,  who  formerly  could  havi 
their  prescriptions  refilled  by  tho 
trained  rtafT  there  at  very  short 
notice,  must  now  with  each  renewal 
Ko  through  the  process  of  Interview- 
ing the  doctor,  explaining  their  ail- 
ments, and  take  his  prescription  to 
some  drug  storo.  In  the  city.  In  the 
ease  of  men  coming  into  the^  town 
from  outside  points.  In  some  recent 
cases  this  has  meant  a  delay  of  a 
day  and  a  half  over  the  time  pre- 
viously required.  There  was  also  one 
instance,  not  long  ago.  when  a  busy 
doctor  had  time  only  to  glance  hur- 
riedly st  the  bottle  which  the  patient 
submitted  in  explanation  of  his 
previous  prescription,  and  as  a  result 


of  his  haaty  glance,  it  was  stated, 
condemned  the  unfortunate  man  to 
take  cough  medicine  for  his  heart 
trouble  for  some  time.  Had  the  dis- 
pensary been  available,  no  mistake 
of  this  nature  would  have  been  pos- 
sible, it  was  pointed  out.  The  Veter- 
ans are  taking  the  question  up  with 
Dr.  Pcarcc.  of  the  8C.it.  department, 
in  an  effort  to  have  the  matter  right- 
ed. Whether  or  not  a  hospital  Is 
catablishcd  here  for  the  soldier 
patients,  it  Is  felt  that  n  blunder  ha* 
been  made  in  removing  the  dispens- 
ary. 

German  Guns 

With  the  suffering  and  sorrow  in- 
cident to  the  capture  of  the  German 
guns  now  In  the  possession  of  the 
city  In  mind,  the  Veterans  went  on 
record  as  condcinnnlg  the  attitude  of 
the  1'rovlnclal  Government  in  refus- 
ing them  the  place  of  honor  flanking 
the  Queen  Victoria  statue  to  which 
they  are-  entitled.  Thefo  guns  would 
bo  a  constant  reminder  to  coming 
generations  of  the  valor  attending 
their  capture  and  of  tho  prominent 
part  played  by  the  Canadian  Corps 
In  the  greatest  war  In  history,  and 
should  under  no  circumstances  be 
regarded  as  scrap  Iron. 

The  stand  of  the  Trades  and  Labor 
Council  regarding  wages  on  tho  con- 
struction of  the  new  drydock  was  en- 
dorsed by  tho  Veterans,  and  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  assist  them 
In  whatever  manner  thought  best.

The  commissioners  were  consid- 
eiing  a  communication  from  City 
Prosecutor  Claude  I*  Harrison  re- 
ferring to  control  of  automobiles' 
speed  near  schonlhousc*.  They  de- 
cided It  ask  the  Council  to  ere.  i 
warning  signs  to  motorists  alongside 
streets  passing  all  schools  in  the  city. 

Commissioner  North  suggested  the 
signs,  and  the  other  commissioners 
airreed  with  the  idea. 

"The  parents  of  this  city  should 
have  another  warning  about  the  dan- 
ger of  letting  their  children  play  on 
the  streets,"  said  Dr.  Hull.  "I  saw 
two  children  almost  killed  today." 

"When  parents  want  to  get  rid  of 
their  children,  no  matter  how  small 
they  are,  they  send  them  Into  the 
streets  to  play."  said  the  Mayor.  "On 
the  streets  they  are  in  continual  dan- 
ger." 

"There  is  no  power  in  a  municipal 
body  to  pass  a  bylaw  restricting  the 
rate  of  speed  of  motors,"  reported 
Mr.  HarriBon.  "The  Motor  Vehicle 
Act,  which  was  passed  April  17.  1920. 
provided  and  reserved  certain  powers 
tc  the  Municipal  Councils  of  the  var- 
ious municipalities  of  the  Province. 
This  gives  certain  concurrent  powers 
to  enforce  bylaws  regulating  traffic 
and  motor  vehicles  and  trailers  on 
highway*,  except  as  to  the  rules  or 
;he  road  and  rate  of  speed.  Tills  the 
Province  reserved  unto  itself." 

Mr.  Harrison  explained  that  the 
Motor  Act  provided  against  driving 
Of  motors  "at  such  rate  of  speed  as 
to  endanger  the  life  or  limb  of  any 
1  erson  or  the  safety  of  any  property."

This 
cOnrytnce  will  prob.ib.Jy  be  held  nest 
week.  -  •  ' 

Commissioner  Kin  cat  A.  Hall  wants 
all  the  cubarets  to  pay  a  licence  reo 
amounting  to  $300  every  six  months 
ur.d  to  close  up  tight  ut  12  o'clock 
midnight.  Commissioner  North  thinks 
this  is  pretty  hard  on  the  cabarets 
nnd  wouid  agreo  to  less  stringent 
measures.  The  whole  proposition, 
however,  mill  be  decided  on  later. 

"I'd  be  willing  to  have  the  cabarets 
pay  in  $1,000  a  day  if  certain  things 
happened,  but  to  ask  them  to  pay  up 
$1,000  a  year — that's  a  pretty  hard 
r  roposltlon,"  slid  Mr.  North.  We 
ought  to  lay  this  «ver  till  we  know 
where  we're  going." 

Mayor  'Porter  suggested  a  confer- 
erce  with  cabaret  operators  and  said 
that  wince  the  last  conference  there 
had  been  an  improvement  in  condi- 
tions. 

"I'm  against  any  more  verbal 
agreements  with  these  people,"  said 
Mr.  North.  "It  must  be  law  and 
nothing  le«s  than  that,  this  year." 

Mr.  North  told  about  his  recent 
excursions  of  inspection  to  the  cab- 
arets and  Chinatown. 

"I  went  around  the  cabarets  lately 
and  1  roi-nd  the  Lodge  was  much  Im- 
proved (iurlng  the  last  two  weeks." 
said  Mr.  North. 

'Then'.;  on"  place  though,  that's 
no  better.  In  fact,  I  didn't  know 
I  here  was  such  a  place  and  It's  pretty 
had.  They  i/sed  to  call  the  Lodge  a 
bucket  o'  blood,  but  I'll  say  the  Flor- 
den  Hotel  Is  a  whole  tank  o'  blood. 
I  went  up  there  u  few  nights  ago. 
People  who  saw  rne  there  probably 
said,  'There  goes  Joe  for  a  drink 
ngaln."  but  I  was  Just  investigating. 
I  want  to  know  what's  what. 

Chinatown  Clotted  Tight 

Mr.  Noith  said  he  had  found  China- 
town closed  up  tight.  'H  want  to 
conipll'iient  Chief  Fry  for  that."  said 
Mr.  North.  "There  Isn't  a  place  down 
1 1. ere  that's  operating.  I'pstairs  and 
dnwns'sln  they're  all  closed  up,  ex- 
cept for  i  he  dominoes  In  the  alley. 
I  know,  because  I  was  there  night  be- 
fore last." 

Mr.  North  thought  that  midnight 
was  too  early  for  the  cabareta  to 
close  on  week  nights.  They  should 
be  open  till  1  and  given  half  an  hour 
to  clear  the  house.  "Of  course,  I 
know  Dr.  Hall's  Idea  la  Just  a  sug- 
gestion," said  Mr.  North.  "We  re  Just 
talking  ntout  this  stuff  now." 

Mr.  North  said  that  If  cabarets 
were  convicted  twice  on  charges  of 
breaking  the  new  regulations  they 
rhniild  b~  closed  for  all  tlme^ 

"Twelve  o'clock  Is  late  enough  for 
these  places  to  stay  open,"  persisted 
Or.  Hull.  "Then  the  people  should 
go  home  and  go  to  bed." 

The  new  regulations  instruct  rab- 
sret  owners  to  keep  out  all  "known 
Immoral  persons,"  drunks  and  pros- 
titutes. Or.  Hall  proposed  that  the 
fine  should  be  not  leas  than  $100  and 
not  more  than  $&*•.

See  Why  They  Should  Be 
Frowned  Upon  —  Detective 
Exchange  Held  Unworkable 


What  is  a  stool  pigeon'.' 

Or.  more  specifically.  wliHt  is  the 
different  e  between  a  stool  pigeon  and 
u  public-spirited  citizen? 

These  are  two  questions  which 
Police  Commissioner  Karnest  A.  Hall 
confessed  Thursday  night  he  could  not 
answer.  Chief  John  Fry  tried  to  give 
satisfactory  explanation,  but  failed  to 
convince  the  commissioner  that  there 
was  any  fundamental  difference  be- 
tween the  stool  and  tho  civic  patriot. 

Commissioner  Hall's  plan  for  the 
exchange  of  detectives  between  Van- 
couver and  Victoria  to  run  to  earth 
Illicit  liquor  selling  won't  work,  ac- 
cording to  Chief  of  Police  James  An- 
dcroon,  of  Vancouver.  Commissioner 
Hall  has  decided  that  the  reason  for 
this  Is  that  in  Vancouver  a  RUM  Is  re- 
garded as  a  public  spirited  citizen 
who  in  Victoria  would  be  termed  a 
stool  pigeon. 

Chlet  Anderson  cites  several  rea- 
sons, however,  in  his  letter  to  Chief 
Fry. 

"Such  an  exchange  would  not  be  In 
tltc  best  Interests  of  either  city," 
wrote  Chief  Anderson.  "In  the  llrst 
place,  your  detectives  would  have  to 
be  sworn  in  as  police  officers  In  this 
city,  and  my  men  in  your  city,  else 
they  would  be  stool  pigeons  In  every 
sense  of  the  term.  Again,  my  detec- 
tives do  not  attend  to  prohibition 
matters,  as  this  is  done  by  what  Is 
known  as  the  dry  squad,  composed 
Of  one  inspector  and  six  men.  who 
are  augmented  by  temporary  officers 
until  those  temporary  men  become 
too  well  known  and  are  substituted 
by  others,  when  In  turn  they  are  dis- 
missed. * 
Ci».t  Four  Dollar*,  n  Day 
,  "We  have  found  no  difficulty  in  se- 
curing these  temporary  men.  and  pay 
them  $4  a  day.  Some  of  them  work 
for  months,  others  only  for  weeks, 
and  hoy?  given  general  satisfaction. 
Some  ar«  sworn  In  as  policu  officers, 
while  others  who  get  the  evidence 
and  do  not  have  <o  appear  as  witness- 
es- are-  not  sworn.  They  are  u-:ed  to 
locate  the  premises  were  Illegal  sell- 
ing, etc.,  is  carried  on,  and  hand  on 
the  information  to  the  permanent 
members  of  tho  dry  squad,  who  make 
urrests  nnd  give  evidence.  In  this 
way  the  Informers  can  do  a  lot  of 
work  without  becoming  known. 

"I  would  suggest  that  you  try  this 
plan,  as  they  are  not  stool  pigeons  In 
the  proper  sense  of  the  term,  but 
public  spirited  citizens  who  offer  tbclr 
Information  to  the  police.  May  I  also 
point  out  that  a  detective  before  being 
sworn  in  as  a  police  officer  In  Van- 
couver would  have  to  resign  his  pos- 
ition In  Victoria,  and  this  in  my  opin- 
ion would  not  be  desirable  and  would 
meet  with  much  opposition  from  the 
n>embers  of  this  rorce.  at  least." 

"I  would  like  to  know  what  a  stool 
pigeon  is  and  how  he  differs  rrom  a 
public  sj  frited  cillaen,"  said  Commis- 
sioner Hull. 

"A  stool  pigeon  Is  not  it  regular 
policeman;  that's  all."  said  Chlet  Fry. 

"Why  's  n  stool  pigeon  held  in  dis- 
respect?" asked  the  commissioner. 

"It's  an  American  term."  suggested 
Chler  Fry. 

"These  public  spirited  citlsens  In 
Vancou\cr  nre  paid  rour  dollars  a  day 
und  yet  aren't  stool  pigeons."  observ- 
ed Dr.  Kali    "I  don't  see  It." 

"It  doesn't  matter  what  the  police 
call  thcs>  people,  but  what  the  public 
call  them,  remarked  the  chler. 

"I  object  to  the  use  of  the  wortl 
altogether  in  police  circles,"  asserted 
Dr.   Hall,  finally. 

Chief  Anderson  will  be  thanked  for 
his  advice  and  the  commissioners 
may  adapt  some  of.  It  later.

A  Oerman  gentleman  named  Nle- 
mayer  has  Just  blown  his  brains  out 
in  his  home  city  of  Hamburg.  He 
was.  It  appears,  not  popular  with  the 
oitlsens. 

Nlemayer  was  of  the  small  class  of 
Germans  for  whose  prolonged  exist- 
ence on  earth  there  la  no  excuse. 
Whatever  wisdom  there  was  In  aban- 
doning the  plan  to  try  ythe  Kaiser 
personally  for  hh  part  In  the  war — 
and  The  Star  haa  always  believed  the 
course  taken  waa  the  wiser  one — It 
should  surely  have  been  possible  tJ 
bring  to  Justice  creaturca  of  the 
Nlemayer  type.  That  this  man  has 
perished  belatedly  at  his  own  hands 
tather  than  promptly  at  the  hands 
of  the  hangman  doea  not  alter  the 
case. 

Nlemayer  was  one  of  those  cold- 
blooded scoundrels  In  whose  hands 
luy  the  lives  of  Allied  prisoners  of 
war.  He  was  apparently  a  worthy 
member  of  that  brotherhood  which 
made  the  very  name  of  fJermany  a 
stench  In  the  nostrils  of  decent 
people  aaraaa  the  world. 

Of  all  the  bla<  k  deeds  that  dls- 
araced  Germany  In  the  whole  war 
none  were  blacker  than  those  com- 
mitted by  many  of  the  oommand- 
ants  of  prison  camps.  There  may  bo 
excuse  for  excesses  committed  in  the 
heat  of  battle,  even  "military  neces- 
sity may  conceivably  be  stretched  to 
rover  some  measure  of  a  policy  of 
Intimidation  directed  at  the  civil 
population  in  Belgium  and  France.

Publication  of  the  thing* 
thst  made  auch  camps  aa  Wlttenbur^ 
a  corner  of  hell  on  earth  did  much 
to  blow  the  fury  of  the  Alllea  to  a 
\.  hltc  heat  thst  never  cooled  till 
Germsny  fell  on  her  kneee.  Cruelty 
to  prlsoners*wss  of  a  pleee  with  the 
Covell  murder,  the  Lusltsnla  horror, 
th4  sinking  of  hospltsl  ships,  poison 
gas  and  all  the  other  outstanding  in- 
stances of  Oerman  stupidity-  They 
did  not  pay. 

And  becsuse  they  did  not  psy.  the 
people  of  Hamburg  have  made  life  so 
i  npleasant  for  Nlemayer  that  he 
b^ew  his  brains  out  If  they  had  paid 
tha  former  commandant  would  doubt- 
less hsve  been  ona  of  s  sTfsat  galaxy 
of  national  heroee. 

He  failed  because  the  system  fer 
which  he  stood — with  the  cordial  ap- 
proval of  the  Oerman  people— failed 
also  Nobody  mitslde  his  easts  will 
have  any  pity  for  Nlemayer— but  are

Chamber  of  Commerce  Ap- 
proves Efforts  of  Hon,  S,  F. 
Tolmie  in  Victoria's  Behalf 
,  Thomson  Reports 


Appreciation  of  the  effort"  and 
work  of  Hon.  8.  V.  Tolmie,  Minister 
of  Agriculture  In  the  Kederal  Cabinet 
and  Victoria's  member  In  the  House 
of  Commons.  In  behalf  of  his  city, 
and  more  especially  his  successful 
work  whereby  the  Ksqulmalt  drydock 
project  Is  now  actually  in  course  of 
construction,  was  voiced  by  members 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  at 
Thursday  night's  meeting;  of  the  open 
forum  of  that  organisation.  * 

This  expression  of  appreciation 
came  following  a  brief  outline  by  Mr. 
J.  O.  Thomson.  Industrial  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Victoria  and  Island  De- 
velopment League,  of  his  recent  trip 
to  the  Bast,  during  the  course  of 
which  he  took  up  with  the  heads  of 
the  CJ.N.R.  railway  system  matters 
pertaining  to  the  further  commercial 
development  of  the  Outer  Docks;  with 
Hon.  Dr.  Tolnile  and  other  members 
of  the  Federal  Government  such  ques- 
tions an  (ree  porta,  etc.,  and.  as  rep- 
resentative of  the  Development 
League,  he  interviewed  heads  of  im- 
portant tourist  agencies  In  New  York 
in  'regard  -to  the  prospects  of  this 
year's  tourist  traffic  and  the  advisa- 
bility of  routing  their  parties  in  such 
manner  as  to  allow  of  u  longer  stop- 
ever  in  this  city.  Most  of  Mr.  Thom- 
son's observations  have  already  been 
published. 

WIN  Assist  sUsnlCtsllM 

Mr.  Thotnson  emphasised  the  de- 
sire of  the  C.N.R.  and  Government 
heads  that  the  large  expenditures  al- 
ready made  on  hurbor  Improvements 
here  should  be  productive  of  revenue, 
and  he  stated  that  every  assurance 
wan  given  that  so  far  as  existing  con- 
ditions warranted  it.  everything  would 
be  done  to  that  end.  The  railway 
heads  had  assured  him  that  they  ap- 
preciated the  fact  that  it  waa  good 
business  for  them  to  assist  In  the  de- 
velopment of  Victoria,  and  in  this 
connection  It  had  been  repeatedly 
pointed  out  to  him  that  Victoria  with 
Its  climatic  advantages  is  bound  to 
become  more  and  more  the  mecca  of 
tourists,  and  In  no  better  way  could 
the  city  be  made  attractive  than  by 
affording  such  tourists  ample  oppor- 
tunity for  amuqement.  und  especially 
golf. 

The  people  of  Victoria,  Mr.  Hanna, 
head  of  the  C.N.R.  system,  had  stated, 
must  realise  that  the  traffic  from  this 
Island  must  be  developed,  for  they 
need  not  expect  that  traffic  will  be 
diverted  to  this  port  that  can  be 
handled  by  the  railway  company 
from  Vancouver.  Mr.  Thomson  be- 
lieved the  people  here  could  depend 
upon  the  railway  carrying  out  the 
promises  It  had  made  relative  to  ita 
Interests  here.  Ho  touched  upon  a 
number  of  projects,  such  as  the  In* 
terchange  of  freight  between  the  K. 
A  N.  and  C.N.R.  by  the  installation  of 
a  switch,  a  matter  recently  before 
the  Railway  Commission  at  Its  meet- 
ing here;  to  the  inauguration  qf  a 
system  of  lighters  for  the  collection 
of  freight  from  concerns  located  on 
the  harbor,  such  as  freight  to  be  de- 
livered at  the  Outer  Docks,  and  to  the 
fact  that  at  present  the  expense  re- 
quired would  not  warrant  a  coal  load- 
ing plapt  at  the  Outer  Docks,  though 
the  lumber  assembly  plant  there 
would  be  timely  and

Telephone  Rates 


City  Solicitor  H.  8.  Prlnglc.  In  his 
report  to  the  City  Council  on  the  ap- 
plication of  the  B.C.  Telephone  Com- 
pany for  higher  rate  privileges,  slates 
tlvat  a  comparison  of  the  company's 
station  operation  expenses  In  Victoria 
and  Vancouver  would  Indicate  thai 
even  the  present  rates  charged  in  this 
city  arc  too  high. 

Whether  this  is  actually  the  case 
or  not.  the  majority  of  the  C|ty  Coun- 
cil is  ready  to  admit  that  Victorias 
case  in  connection  with  the  telephone 
company's  application  is  separate  and 
distinct  from  that  of  other  munici- 
palities affected,  and  for  that  reason 
it  seems  probable  that  Mr.  I'rlngle 
will  be  instructed  to  proceed  to  Ot- 
tawa to  light  the  city's  case  before 
the  Hoard  of  Railway  Commissioners 
on  May  18. 

"One  feature  of  the  situation  as  it 
appeals  to  mo  appeurs.  In  the  state- 
ment elicited  from  the  company 
showing  the  expense  per  station  In 
Vancouver  to  be  $1,737  per  month, 
while  the  expense,  per  station  In  Vic- 
toria is  11.066  per  month,  which 
would  seem  to  indicate  that,  taking 
Vancouver  rates  as  u  basis,  even  the 
present  rates  charged  la  Victoria  are 
too  high,"  reports  Mr.  I'rlngle. 

"Undoubtedly,  jnder  present  con- 
ditions, the  uct  profits  obtained  by 
the  company  in  Victoria  are  much 
higher  than  those  obtulned  from  the 
city  of  Vancouver,  and  incidentally  It 
may  bo  mentioned  that  the  expense 
per  station  In  New  Wesmlnster  la 
$1,217.  being  approximately  15  cents 
per  month  higher  than  that  of  Vic- 
toria. 

,fWith  the  tendency  towards  reduc- 
tion of  the  costs  of  all  commodities 
required  by  the  company,  and  the  re- 
duction in  other  expenses  which.  In 
my  opinion,  will  Inevitably  tnke 
place,  and  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
approximately  $1', 000. 000  of  the  com- 
pany's surplus  has  been  invested  In 
extensions,  forming  the  foundation 
for  future  revenue,  I  am  strongly  of 
the  opinion  that  the  company  Is  cer- 
tainly not  Justified  in  asking  for  In- 
creased rates  at  '.he  present  time." 


WILL  PROSPECT  FOR  , 
OIL  AT  PEACE  RIVER 

Belief  i  ntcrtalned  That  District  Al- 
most as  Favorable  for  Produc- 
tion as  Fort  Norman 


News  from  the  Peace  River  an- 
nounces that  W.  O.  Goffat,  general 
manager  of  the  Peace  River  Petrol-* 
cum  Compuny,  has  decided  to  send 
a  standard  oil  drill  and  full  equip- 
ment to  Hudson  |  Hope  on  the  first 
boat  this  year,  says  The  Prince 
George  Cituten. 

The  compuny  has  12.700  acres 
under  lease  at  Hudson's  Hope,  a  por- 
tion of  4«,000  acres  which  comprises 
Its  holdings  in  the  Peace  River  coun- 
try. It  has  two  standard  drills  and 
a  machine  shop  nt  Peace  River 
Crossing.  One  of  these  rigs  will 
probably  bo  taken  up'  to  Hudson's 
Hope. 

Hudson's  Hope  is  575  miles  direct- 
ly south  of  Port  Norman.  The  best 
means  of  reaching  the  Hope  from 
this  city  is  vlu  the  Glscome  Portage 
route  to  the  mouth  of  the  Parsnip 
lllver,  a  distance  of  about  200  ml 
from  Prince  George,  and  dow 
Peace  River  from  that  point,  where 
the  Parsnip  and  Klndlay  form  that 
river,  for  sixty  miles  to  the  Hope. 
This  seems  a  long  Journey  by  water, 
but  It  can  be  made  In  about  three 
days  by  launch  and  road  from  this 
place,  as  from  Summit  Lake  the 
Journey  is  all  down  stream. 

The  British  Columbians  geologist* 
who  have  examined  the  Hudson'* 
Hope  territory  for  the  Government, 
state  that  the  folds  of  Ulvonlsn  sand- 
stone there  and  other  Indications 
make  the  existence  of  an  oil  pool 
there  almost  ns  favorable  as  at  Fort 
Norman,  where  drilling  has  proven 
the  field.

flcatlon  of  loyalty  to  the  Motherland 
were  the  kcwiutra  sj|  m-.  ...  i,..  ,  i.-iiv- 
ered  last  night  at  tho  ascond  annual 
meetlug  of  the  Royal  Society  of  St. 
tieorge,  held  In  the  form  of  a  banquet 
In  the  Conservative  clubrooms,  Camp- 
bell Building. 

Dean  Quainton  preelded.  and  gave 
an  Interesting  outline  of  the  myths 
and  facts  associated  with  St.  q 
his  contention  being  thut  St.  George 
Was  not  merely  a  fairy  tale  figure, 
but  a  man  of  great  accomplishment. 
The  Dean  referred  to  the  white  en- 
sign and  Its  red  cross  as  the  Ideal  and 
symbol  of  service,  fidelity  and  sacri- 
fice of  the  Englishman. 

About  one  hundred  and  fifty  mem- 
bers of  the  society  participated  in  the 
banquet,  which  was  typically  English 
In  all  its  arrangements,  the  bill  of 
fare  being  simply  roust  beef  and 
Vorkshlro  pudding  with  vegetables, 
followed  by  old-fashioned  plum  pud- 
ding, all  being  cooked  by  English 
chefs:  Roses  were  presented  to  the 
ladles.  One  of  the  guests  waa  Mr. 
J.  W.  Turner,  for  many  years  secre- 
tary of  the  Edmonton  branch  of  tho 
Royal  St.  George  Society. 

The  navy,  army  and  air  force 
formed  tge  baals  for  the  first  toast 
or  the  evening,  which  was  responded 
to  by  Commander  Hartley,  who  brief- 
ly reviewed  some  of  the  notable 
actsteremente  of  the  three  wings  of 
the  fighting  force  of  the  Empire  dur- 
ing the  world  war. 

"Our  Mother  Country.  England." 
was  the  toast  responded  to  by  Rev.  J. 
la  Batty,  who  In  stirring  language 
told  of  the  great  strength  the 
Motherland  had  been  and  would  ever 
be  to  the  Dominions  founded  by  her 
eons.  He  gave  a  heart -stirring  pic- 
ture of  how  England  had  withstood 
the  many  social  and  economic  strug- 
gles that  the  country  had  been  forced 
to  experience,  and  declared  that.

Will  Be  Third  Transpacific 
Liner  in  Admiral  Line  Serv- 
ice to  Orient— Two  Ships 
Due  in  June 


A  third  steamship,  the  Silver  State, 
has  been  allocated  the  Pacific  Steam- 
ship Company,  and  will  soon  Join  the 
Wenatchee  on  the  Transpacific  route. 

The  Silver  State  was  thought  to 
have  been  Intended  for  the  Pacific 
Mall  Steamship  Company  for  service 
out  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  an- 
nouncement of  her  allocation  to  the 
Heattto  concern  came  as  a  surprise 
to  the  company  officials.  It  Is  taken 
as  an  Indication  that  the  Bhlpplng 
Hoard  Is  anxious  to  put  Into  the  new 
Oriental  passenger  service  from  Se- 
attle as  many  of  the  big  liners  as  pos- 
sible at  the  earliest  date. 

The  Sliver  State,  named  In  honor 
ef  the  State  of  Nevada,  is  set  for  de- 
livery May  29.  and  sails  from  New 
York  June  II.  She  will  be  preceded 
by  the  Keystone  State,  which  clears 
for  this  coast  June  4.  and  sails  from 
Seattle  and  Victoria  to  the  Orient 
early  in  July.  The  two  vessels  will 
entar  the  new  service  almost  Simula 
taneously.  The  Bay  State,  it  Is  be- 
lieved, will  be  the  fourth  ship  of  the 
fleet  to  come  here.

PRINCE  RUPERT.  April  22. — 
During  the  year  ending  March  31. 
2.398  ocean  going  vessels  entered  this 
port  «nd  1.929  cleared.  This  in- 
cludes fish  boats  and  vessels  of  the 
high  seas,  the  number  being  made  up 
mainly  of  the  former. 

There  were  1.479  coastal  hosts 
entering  and  1.514  clearing.  These 
numbers  include  coastwise  freight  and 
passenger  vessels,  and  the  nuTnher 
comprises  mainly  Orltlsh  snd  Ameri- 
can vessels.  The  total  tonnage  of 
tl.es*  coastwise  vessels  was  1.010.841.

Demonstration    of    Value    of  Paint 
Product  OI» en  Before  Audience 
at  Du in  an 


Mi.  Aithur  Burchett  gave  a  most 
interesting  demonstration  of  the  com- 
mercial an<i  artlatic  uses  of  "Cow- 
Ichan  Pigment"  before  a  small  gath- 
ering at  Ht.  John  s  Hall.  Duncan,  last 
Tuesday  night,  aaya  The  Leader.. 

For  hundreds  of  years  the  Indians 
have  utilised  this  natural  deposit  for 
making  paint  to  adorn  their  bodies 
or  their  buildings.  It  exists  In  large 
quantities  in  the  district. 

Mr.  Burchett  has  invented  a  ma- 
chine for  refining  an<j  separating  this 
pigment  from  the  sand  and  other 
material  with  which  it  Is  found  aaao- 
ciated. 

Its  natural  color  la  of  a  khaki  hue. 
but  with  the  udditlon  of  oil  or  any 
other  color  It  immediately  produces 
paint  of  a  nature  which  commands 
more  th;in  usual  attention.  After 
three  years  of  experiment  and  trial, 
Mr.  Burchett  can  find  no  sign  that 
the  paint  will  ever  scale,  neither  do 
various  colors  employed  show  any 
signs  of  fading,  though  ultimately 
they  may  do  so. 

K « or  1  lent  Properties 

The  paint  has  the  peculiar  property 
of  aettlpg  In  a  hard  stony  surface* 
which  shows  up  brilliantly  in  the  sun- 
light, and  resists  absolutely  the  ef- 
fect of  water  and*  weather,  and  which 
may.  In  a  sense,  be  said  to  be  fire- 
proof. 

One  coat  on  an  old  building  trans- 
forms  Its  appearance  and  the  paint 
seemingly  absorbs  any  former  paint 
on  the  building  and  incorporates  It 
with  itself. 

Some  very  beautiful  speelmena  of 
the  use  of  this  pigment  In  kalsomln- 
Ing  were  exhibited  by  Mr.  Burchett. 
while  the  possibilities  of  its  utilisation 
in  the  manufacture  of  artists'  ma- 
terials were  abundantly  demonstrated 
by  pictures  in  water  colors  and  oils 
from  th«j  brush  of  this  well-known 
artist. 

Inquiries  for  quotations  by  the  ton 
have  'ome  to  the  discoverer  from 
several  large  conoerns  on  the  coast, 
but  he  has  not  yet  been  able  to  de- 
\elop  hta  facilities  for  supplying  what 
appears  to  be  an  excellent  market. 
I'sc  DemoriMtrated 

Examples  of  the  use  of  this  paint 
may  be  seen  at  Mr.  Buchett's  rcal- 
dence  near  the  Consolidated  Fchool, 
Duncan,  and  on  ts»e  wur  trophies  now 
placed  at  Duncun  Postofflce. 

Mayor  Pitt  proposes  to  try  the 
paint  on  a  motor  car.  A  victoria 
paint  firm  states  thst  the  pigment 
would  satisfactorily  take  the  place  of 
material  they  now  import  from  Eng- 
land. 

In  view  of  the  campaign  for  de- 
veloping B.  C.  products  and  manu- 
factures, thla  promlalng  dlacovery 
calls  for  further  exploitation.  The 
demonstration  was  under  the  patron- 
age of  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  Dun- 
can and  the  Duncan  Board  of  Trade.

Cowlchan  district  has  commenced 
a  battle  against  the  express  rates  ad- 
vance recently  authorised  by  the 
Board  of  Hallway  Commissioners.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  the  Cow- 
lchan Creamery  protested  against 
the  increase  as  exorbitant  while  the 
Railway  Board  was  sitting,  here,  and 
Hon.  F.  B.  Carvell  ruled  against  the 
protest. 

The  outcome  is  the  development 
of  two  projects  to  run  motor  car  ex- 
press lines  between  Duncan  and  Vic- 
toria, and  an  experimental  trip  was 
\  made  a  week  ago,  when  a  one-ton 
Ford  brought  Into  this  city  a  load  of 
butter  and  eggs  from  the  Cowlchan 
Creamery  at  Duncan  and  took  back 
a  full  load  of  good*  for  the  Up-Island 
town. 

Commencing  next  week  the  Dun- 
can Garage,  Duncan,  plan  to  operate 
a  passenger  car  with  a  trailer  carry- 
ing up  to  1.500  pounds  on  daily  runs 
to  this  city.  They  will  handle  first, 
second  and  third  class  matter. 

Messrs.  Burchett  &  Ward,  another 
Duncan  firm,  plan  to  run  a  one  and 
a  half  ton  truck  In  here  weekly  and 
will  be  prepared  to  handle  all  goods 
formerly  shipped  by  express.  Both 
lines  hope  to  do  a  good  business. 

This  is  the  answef  of  Cowlchan  to 
the  50  to  100  per  cent  Increase  In 
express  rates  complained  of.

April  21— The  recent 
rapid  settlement  of  the  Oulf  Islands 
by  settlers  who  have  taken  up  small 
holdings  has  resulted  In  the  forma- 
tion of  a  co-operative  Jam  factory, 
which  will  be  known  as  the  fiulf 
Islands  Co-operative  Jam  Factory 
Association.  A  site  has  been  pur- 
chased here  and  contract  let  for  the 
building,  which  will  be  completed  by 
May  13.  The  plant  will  be  Installed 
Immediately  on  completion  of  build- 
ing and  everything  ready  to  hanHle 
the  strawberry  crop  and  'the  other 
small  fruits. 

It  was  felt  that  this  move  was 
necessary  In  the  Interest  of  the  many 
returned  men  and  others  who  have 
taken  up  small  holdings  on  the  Isl- 
and under  the  Soldiers'  Settlement 
Board  and  on  their  own  account,  as 
It  will  provide  a  ready  market  clo«*e 
at  hand  for  all  the  small  fruits  they 
can  grow,  and  enable  them  by  tne 
keeping  of  poultry  and  fruit  growing 
to  make  the  returns  from  their  place 
which  It  would  not  be  possible  for 
them  to  do  on  the  comparatively 
small  acreage  which  they  possess  by 
mixed  farming.  Climatic  and  soil 
conditions  on  the  Gulf  Islands  are 
very  favorable  for  small  fruits,  and 
provided  thorough  drainage  and  care- 
ful selection  of  soil  is  made  and  cor- 
rect methods  practiced,  good  results 
should  accrue.  There  has  been  quite 
an  extensive  planting  of  strawberries 
and  raspberries,  and  whilst  a  modeat 
start  will  be  made  this  year,  it  is  an- 
ticipated that  the  growth  of  this  un- 
dertaking will  be  rapid  in  subsequent 
years. 

Conservation  will  be  the  keynote  of 
the  board  of  management,  and  only 
as  acreage  of  small  fruits  increases 
Will  extensions  be  made  to  building 
and  plant.  There  la  only  one  thing 
necessary  to  make  a  success  of  this 
venture,  and  that  Is  the  whole-heart- 
ed co-operation  of  all  those  Inter- 
ested.

DIGNITY  OF  WORK 

A  PERISHING  IDEAL 


Correspondent  In  London  Tl 


It  is  a  good  day  for  the  pessimist: 
for  the  man  who  says  that  the  sun 
scorches  by  day  and  the  moon  strikes 
by^ilght.  that  the  birds  only  sing* he 
cause  they  are  In  pain,  and  the  trean 
things  of  the  earth  poison  and  cor- 
rupt; that  society  Is  tottering  to  Its 
fall,  and  that  the  church  Is  corrupt 
and  doomed  to  pass  away  with  many 
other  human  Institutions.  Doubtless 
there  are  a  good  many  ruins  around 
us.  The  pessimist  says.  Pull  the 
ruins  down,"  the  careful  architect 
says  No!  These  are  "thlnga  which 
cannot  be  shaken,"  which  remain;  let 
us  restore  rather  than  pull  down. 
IXvlnlty  of  Work 

Among  tha  many  thlnga  which  are 
threatened  there  seems  to  hang  ovar 
us  the  shadow  of  an  Im pending  loss 
and  the  shattering  of  a  great  ideal, 
namely,  the  conception  of  work  ss  a 
.thing  to  ba  ragarded  and  respected 
for  Its  own  sake,  not  a  thing  to  b« 
avoided,  wherever  thla  can  possibly 
be  brought  about,  not  to  be  foraver 
sordidly  associated  with  such  benefits 
as  It  may  bring  In  wages.  In  reward. 
In  plenty.  In  swhsequent  ease,  an  easai 
which  may  reach  Its  fulfilment  In  the 
Idler's  heaven  as  a  place  where  he 
shall  do  nothing  forever  and  erer. 

If  this  estimate  la  to  prevail  It  will 
Indeed  be  the  loss  of  a  great  Ideal, 
namely,  work  for  agork  s  sake,  "good 
work.  "  which,  as  nuskln  says.  Is  "en- 
Joyed  work."  or  aa  another  great 
writer  puts  it,  "the  excellence  of 
work  Is  ceteris  paribus  In  pi 
to  the  joy  of  the  wt»TaUBsMB»M

Today  the  traveller  may 
penetrate  into  the  Inmost  recesses  of 
some  great  cathedral  and  there,  per- 
bapa  In  a  remote  gallery  hid  away 
from  sight,  he  will  find  the  game  ax- 
uulslte  finish,  the  same  loving  care, 
the  aame  striving  after  beauty,  the 
same  precious  ointment  poured  forth 
where  the  eye  of  man  would  seldom 
penetrate  and  where  labor  would 
seem  to  be  tha  least  profitable.  It  la 
a  long  way  from  the  loving  builder 
working  for  his  art's  sake  to  the  la- 
borer who  will  lay  his  minimum  of 
bricks  in  the  day.  with  a  strike  penal- 
ty In  the  background. 

Bui.  It  may  be  said,  this  may  be 
very  true  in  the  caae  of  artlstlo  work, 
hrain  work,  work  which  adds  to  the 
lustre  of  the  world,  but  where  la  the 
beauty  of  grim,  monotonous  toll, 
whereby  the  scanty  pittance  4* 
giilncd,  on  which  life  Itself  depends, 
where  art  and  dignity  and  even  In- 
terest would  seem  to  be  terms  to  be 
used  only  In  Irony?  And  yet  they 
were  but  poor  working  men  who  first 
preached  to  us  the  gospel  of  peace.. 
The  dignity  Is  In  the  worker  and  In 
the  spirit  in  which  he  works,  not  In 
the  material  on  which  he  acts.  It  la 
a  precept  for  rich  and  poor,  for 
grtiat  and  artisan:  ft  holds  good  at 
the  receipt  of  custom,  or  at  the  deak 
of  the  man  of  letters,  the  day  laborer 
In  his  manual  work  should  listen  to 
it,  and  the  scientific  man  as  he  bends 
his  powers  to  the  service  of  human- 
ity. "First  give  thyself  wholly  to  Ood 
and  then  to 1  the  work  which  Clod 
gives  thee  to  do."  For  work  is  divine. 
It  makes  us  like  Clod,  Who  appeals  to 
our  homage  aa  the  Maker  of  heaven 
and  earth."  The  beauty  and  the 
richness  of  man's  endowment  seem  to 
demand  Jils  highest  work.  The  sgcel- 
lency  of  our  human  powers  postu- 
lates a  corresponding  excellency  of 
work. 

The  dignity  of  wofk  stands  In  peril 
today,  and  we  cannot  look  on  with  a 
cynical  complacency  aa  national  >de- 
terloratlon  seta  In.  Work  Is  dMne. 
but  Indolence  Is  fraught  with  tha 
utmost  degradation  to  the  nation,  and 
the  tTIreat  moral  consequences  to  the 
individual  The  Spaniard,  whoever  he 
may  be.  knew  what  he  was  emyhig, 
who  first  wrote  the 
devil  tempts  man,  an  Id 
the  deylL-

Courtesy  is  as  much  a  part  of  a 
policeman's  duty  aa  law  enforcement, 
in  the  opinion  of  Commissioners 
Ernest  A.  Hall  and  Joe  North,  who 
on  Thursday  night  uak.  .1  Chief  John 
Fry  to  Instruct  his  men  to  be  "manly 
and  polite"  in  handling  the  public. 

"I  have  had  some  complaints  about 
police  officers,"  said  Commissioner 
North.  "I'm  not  giving  any  names, 
but  if  the  hat  fits  anyone  can  wear  it.' 
I  refer  to  the  way  policemen  get 
after  people  for  speeding.  There's  no 
reason  for  the  officer  to  yell  out 
•What  the  h —  -are  you  pulling  off 
here'?  There's  no  sense  to  It  and  it 
Isn't  right.  I'm  not  going  to  stand 
for  it.  It's  Just  as  easy  to  be  manly 
and  polite,  and  the  public  need  not 
be  afraid  to  come  to  the  Commls- 
aioners  with  their  complaints  without 
fear  of  prosecution  or  persecution." 

"I  want  to  contradict  that,"  said 
Chief  Fry,  who  claimed  that  com- 
plaints t-huuJd  be  put  In  writing  and 
submitted  to  him  for  subsequent  ref- 
erence to  the  Commissioners. 

Mayor  Porter  also  held  that  that 
was  the  proper  procedure,  and  Mr. 
North  agreed  that  probably  It  was,  so 
long  as  the  Commissioners  heard 
about  it. 

"The  trouble  is  that  the  public  is 
afraid  of  the  Police  Department," 
said  Mr.  North.  "I  want  my  depart- 
ment to  be  a  citizens'  department, 
something  for  everyone  to  be  proud 
of." 

"The  public  need  not  be  afraid  of 
me,"  said  Chief  Fry.  "Complaints 
can  be  made  openly  or  privately." 

"The  fact  remains  that  what  Mr. 
North  says  It  true,"  declared  Com- 
missioner Hall. 

The  man  who  complains  may  be  a 
marked  man.  and  If  it  becomes 
known  he  may  be  persecuted. 

"I'm  not  looking  for  trouble,  but 
police  officers  should  use  their  dis- 
cretion. In  the  past  the  Police  Com- 
missioners have  not  been  like 
brothers  as  we  are." 

Dr.  Hall  said  that  he  had  heard  of 
a  case  where  Indecent  language  was 
used.  Gentleness  could  accompllsn 
more  than  vileness,  he  held. 

The  Commissioners  are  still  worry- 
ing about  enforcement  of  the  parking 
.jy-laws.  and  Mr.  North  said  that  he 
*as  opposed  to  fining  people  until 
he  law  was  better  known. 

"It  would  be  Inconsistent  and  a 
faring  mistake  to  order  the  by-laws 
tot  to  be  enforced."  declared  Dr. 
all.

In  1913  the  floe  new  hospital,  the 
croWn  of  Dr.  Kellsr's  twenty  years' 
service,  was  opened.  Patients  have 
come  from  some  two  hundred  differ- 
ent places,  and  as  far  away  as  six- 
hundred  miles. 

Thfc  grrat  fsmin#  of  1R99  and  19tJD.

WASHINGTON,  April  *2.  —  The 
schooner  yacht  Blr  Francis  II.,  owned 
and  sailed  by  Captain  Thomas  Drake, 
was  wrecked  on  a  reef  oft  Cape  Cor- 
rlentes,  Cuba.  April  i,  according  to 
Information  received  here.  Captain 
Drake  t>ucce«ded  In  reaching  shore. 
The  Hlr  Francis  was  built  at  Seattle, 
from  which  port  Captain  Drake 
started  alone  In  November. 

This  was  the  second  time  Captain 
Drake  has  met  with  disaster  on  sail- 
ing cruises.
